Thinning Late Grapes 

Grapes usually found in the late house are very free 
setters. Under ordinary conditions no fertilizing is re- 
quired further than giving the rodsa shake around noon 
time providing the house is kept a little dryer during 
the morning thus giving the pollen the opportunity to 
dry and move around. Of all grapes we are called upon 
to thin the subjects found here cause more actual knife 
work with the scissors than in any other houses. These 
are fine bunches for beginners to practise on. See that 
the first ones given to them are in excess of the number 
required for a crop for accidents are sure to happen. 
Setting so freely and at once swelling they demand 
early attention, or they will get so thick that it will be 
found difficult to penetrate the bunches in order to re- 
move the superfluous berries. When such a case does 
exist commence at the bottom (or point) of the bunch, 
using great care not to bruise those berries that are to be 
left. It is good policy to leave a few extra for a day or 
two, as no matter how careful one is when a bunch has 
“got away” and become over-crowded some few berries 
are sure to get bruised with either point or sides of the 
scissors. 

All this is alleviated if taken in time and in no other 
instance can the old proverb be better illustrated than 
here,—“a stitch in time saves nine.” A crowded bunch 
certainly does take time to thin. Berries must be given 
much more room than in earlier houses. Consider well 
the variety and space accordingly. Gros Colman and 
Gros Maroc produce about the largest berries followed 
by Black Alicante and others.

It has often occurred to me to question, does the 
strongest break produce the largest bunch?” From per- 
sonal observation I say no. For quite some time I have 
noticed that those eyes which break away before the rest, 
rush off to a mighty fine growth, produce a bunch that 
one has to look twice to see if it is a bunch or a tendril. 
Many do not show any bunches at all. Why? Perhaps 
scientists could tell us, but the fact remains and presents 
itself year after year. ‘Time and again I have called at- 
tention of others to the fact of a moderately strong 
(undersized, I could have said), growth carrying the 
best bunch in the house. Muscat of Alexander will 
often produce an extra large bunch on a very moderate 
lateral. This being so, why shorten back the laterals in 
the fall to get strong eves? ‘There seems to be more in 
handling the flower trusses when they are forming than 
some would have us believe, as compared with the fall 
bud formation. We do not expect a large bunch on a 
real weak growth, but the undersized, slightly below par, 
will in many instances produce larger bunches than the 
extra strong growths. It would be interesting to know 
if any readers have noticed the same thing to happen 
and what theory they could advance as the cause. 


Care of Pot Trees-Finished 


Pot trees that have finished a crop should not be ne- 
glected ; prepare them from this time on for next year’s

work. If red spider or any other pest has been trouble- 
some of late, conditions of ripening the fruit being 
against combating them, get one blow in now, in the 
form of some insecticide. Give the trees a good spray- 
ing and syringe them off with a good force the follow- 
ing morning. A proper place should be given up to 
forced trees when they are removed outside. They will 
need plunging to the rim in ashes or, failing this, plunge 
them in the soil, making the hole deep enough so that a 
shovelfull of ashes can be placed underneath them, thus 
making sure of the water draining away. Little root 
will be made from now on, so there is nothing to be 
feared of roots pushing through the pot bottoms. By 
plunging the trees are protected from continually blow- 
ing down by the wind and it also helps to keep the roots 
cool and moist. Give the trees plenty of room to pre- 
vent shading or the wood will not be thoroughly ripened. 
When selecting a position it should be near a faucet so 
that the hoce can be in tse right along, syringing the 
trees night and morning during the good weather in 
addition to keeping the roots in proper condition: Little 
growth will be made after they are taken out, but what 
is there already must be kept clean. All trees can be 
treated after this manner when the crop is removed. 


Shade for Cucumbers 


Quite a number of the older brigade who were grow- 
ing cucumbers long before we started to earn our daily, 
still tell us cucumbers should be shaded immediately 
the sun gets at all warn. With all due respect to these 
gentlemen I beg to differ. So long as the plants will 
stand the sun without wilting there is no advantage 
to be derived from shading. Now that the sun is strong 
a light shade will be beneficial. The easiest way to 
apply it is by using a hand syringe; failing this use a 
soft brush. Where only part of a house has to be done 
cheese cloth can be used instead of the shade on the 
glass. Use a single thickness first and when this is in- 
sufficient double it. Cucumbers fairly revel in lots of 
sun heat, providing they have the requisite moisture at 
the root and in the atmosphere. English forcing varie- 
ties can be successfully grown in frames during the sum- 
mer months. Look out for pests when using the latter 
way.

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Care of Newly Planted Stock 


Go over the newly-planted stock as often as possible 
and keep the surface of the soil stirred up. Do not 
scratch down very deeply; just enough to keep the soil 
nice and airy. No doubt there are only a few places 
where planting has already commenced ; yet many places 
have one or two houses planted to cut early in the fall. 










Watering 


Be careful not to give the plants too much water from 
the time of planting until February. Overwatered stock 
will grow well in summer, but as soon as winter comes, 
the effect is seen at once. This is especially true of 
Beauties, which if over-watered during summer and early 
fall, have a great habit of just growing and growing in 
the winter with no sign of buds. 

Of course this is not saying that water should be kepi 
away from the plants almost entirely, which would be as 
bad or worse than overwatering. In syringing try and 
see how little water can be left on the bench; always try 
to syringe over the bench, throwing as much water as 
possible into the walks. Syringe the young plants quite 
often so as to be sure to keep all spider out. 













Tying 

Do not be in too much of a hurry to tie all the 
plants to stakes or wires, thus causing the plants to stand 
up straight. If they are let go a little while after plant- 
ing no harm will result, and it will do the plants good. 
This seems to be true of the Beauty more than any other 
rose. If Beauties are left untied for a time after plant- 
ing they will be apt to break more freely from the bot- 
tom, such breaks usually being strong, whereas if tied 
right up the breaks seem to come much weaker. 

Although it seems impossible, I have seen a small 
house of Beauties where as many as twelve bottom breaks 
would start, and had to be thinned out so as to make 
the remainder come strong. This was out on Long 
Island where roses are grown only a very little, the 
chief flower grown there being the carnation. 



















Roses for Summer Flowering 


_ These should be well looked after, and kept free from 
msects. If it has been possible to rest the benches in- 
tended for summer flowering, so much the better. These 
should be gradually started now. It would also be well 
to apply a mulch of good cow manure, covering it with 
a little soil. The roots of the roses ought to get right 
Into the manure and thus keep the plants moving. It 
may also be well to look over the benches and if blind 
wood is too plentiful, thin it out a little bit. This 
applies to Beauties as well as to the rest of the varieties 
forced for cut flowers. 




















Watering 
Houses of roses growing quite rapidly should be 
watched very carefully and not run too dry. If a 





house of Beauties is about to set and the house is allowed 
to become too dry, the buds will likely have weak necks.

Liquid Manure 

The benches drying out quite rapidly now, care should 
be taken not to water with liquid manure when the 
plants are too dry. If the plants are too dry and are 
watered with liquid manure, the roots will take it up 
too quickly and are liable to be burned. It is a good 
plan to water with clear water first following with liquid 
manure. 


Pots 

Now is also the time to mark down just what size pots 
you are short of. This can be easily done now that the 
pots are all in use, and will save quite some time count- 
ing and tracing the different sizes next winter. In 
doing this be sure to allow enough for breakage, for no 
matter how careful the men, some pots are sure to be 
broken. 





About Flavor 


Editor HorTICULTURE: 

Being a constant reader of your valuable paper I of 
course read Mr. Penson’s article on “Flavor” in your 
issue of May 11th. The question arises—where are we 
to draw the line between large and small fruits? Take, 
for instance, melons such as Royal Jubilee, Perfection, 
Invincible Scarlet and Superlative, all of which are large 
fruits and of good flavor if grown properly. I do not 
believe in keeping a melon house too close while they 
are growing. 

There is little to say in regard to grapes. Canon 
Hall Muscat and Duke of Buccleuch are two excellent 
grapes but require very careful treatment to bring them 
to perfection and for that reason are not so largely grown 
as they would be otherwise. With peaches, Stirling 
Castle is not amongst the small ones and has a good 
flavor if not overfed. Geshawk is another that should 
not be despised. A mistake is sometimes made with 
this fruit at picking time; it does not leave the 
tree freely and is often left on the tree until past its 
best. 

Marguerite Marillat and Williams’ Bon Chretien are 
pears that can be grown to quite a large size and retain 
their flavor which cannot by any means be considered 
bad. Last season I had three trees of the first-named 
in ten-inch pots carrying eleven fruits, not one weigh- 
ing less than twenty ounces and the largest weighing 
exactly thirty-six ounces. I did not taste any of these 
myself but they were reported to me as being fine. 

There are quite a large number of varieties of apples 
and I will agree with Mr. Penson on that point, Cox’s 
Orange Pippin and Ribston Pippin being the two best I 
know when it comes to flavor. 
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The interest which is cropping out 
here and there, all over the country, in 
the proposition that the flower produc- 
ing trade should adopt some broad 
gauge system for gaining publicity for their products, 
should not be allowed to lag. As an instance of how 
other industries are moving in that direction note the 
lecture delivered by S. A. Jamieson before the Chicago 
Florists’ Club last week on the application of concrete in

greenhouse construction. A series of lantern slides were 
used to show the various styles of greenhouse benches, 
boiler houses, chimney stacks, tanks, pits and other con. 
structions for which cement may be used. Now this 
man was not talking for any particular dealer. The 
uses of cement was his theme—cement, nothing else, 
The cement manufacturers did not fall back on the 
plea that the fellows that build benches and stacks were 
the parties to do the advertising to reach the consumer, 
But that is just what the plant and flower growers have 
been doing, thus far. And yet it is they who have the 
most at stake. Think it over and see if it would not be 
money well invested if half a dozen good talkers were 
sent out with stereopticon equipment, among the social 
clubs, hotels and colleges, at the expense of the growers, 
to show the people the myriad of purposes for which 
flowers may be used and how to do it. 

We have perused with much interest the 
published list of rules and roll of members 
of The Garden Club of Michigan. This 
club was organized, we understand, 
November 11, 1911, its avowed object being “to garden 
finely.” Mrs. Francis King is president and the men- 
bership is made up of about sixty ladies, the names of 
many of whom we recognize as prominent in the social 
life of Detroit and other cities of Michigan. We should 
like to see a similar group of workers for the garden in- 
terests in every community in our country. Commercial 
floriculture, unfortunately, takes little or no notice of 
these amateur enterprises, not appearing to realize fully 
how much they mean—or might mean—to the prosperity 
of florist, seedsman or gardener. We have long been 
convinced that public sentiment and interest in nature’s 
floral products can be tremendously developed and in- 
creased through the fostering of such agencies. They 
are, we might say, the natural propagating beds for that 
sort of garden-hunger on which the commercial horti- 
culturist must rely for the growth and stability of his 
business. It is essential to his proper standing in the 
community that he should lead and be recognized as a 
trustworthy adviser in all such matters. The 8S. A. F. 
and any and all other horticultural bodies, whether or 
not directly working on behalf of the commercial inter- 
ests, should let no opportunity slip past whereby such 
local projects as that we have mentioned may be en- 
couraged and multiplied. 

New York is about to try a new scheme 
for the disposition of flowers at wholesale, 
it would seem. The situation in the 
metropolis is peculiar; no other flower 
centre has the same conditions to face. The biggest 
flower market in the country, and perhaps in the world, 
yet no other place is at all dependent upon it for a sup- 
ply. New York, in fact, must consume locally, not only 
her own home product but also the overflow from every 
other quarter. The commission dealer—or middleman, 

so called—has had to take much unfavorable criticism 

and much of the responsibility for unsatisfactory condi- 

tions has been laid at his door; unjustly, we think, very 

often. The commission man has been a useful agency 

in the development of the flower trade. The worst fea- 

ture at the present time is that there are entirely too 

many of him in New York. The business is cut up 

into fragments, and stability of values as well as im- 

provement of service and system are almost out of the 

question. For this plight the flower growers must share 

in the responsibility insofar as they have encouraged the 

opening of new and superfluous wholesale places. Pre- 

dictions as to the effect of daily flower auction sales im 

the centre of the wholesale district—should the propo 

sition really materialize—amount to nothing. We must 

wait and see.

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HARDINESS OF THE NEW 


CHINESE SHRUBS. 

Below we give some paragraphs 
from Bulletin No. 19, of the Arnold 
Arboretum which we believe will be 
read with pleasure by those of our 
readers who are interested in the be- 
pavior of the new and beautiful spe- 
cies collected in Western China by E. 
H. Wilson. It is gratifying to HOR- 
TICULTURE to see this confirmation 
of the description and promises as to 
the hardiness and value of these nov- 
elties in the series of articles by Mr. 
Wilson, which appeared in HORTI- 
CULTURE in the winter and spring 
of 1910: 

In the last issue of these bulletins some- 
thing was said of the effects of the win- 
ter on a few of the new Chinese trees in 
the Arboretum. The number of new Chi- 
nese shrubs which promise to be hardy in 
this climate is naturally much larger than 
the number of trees. We can speak, how- 
ever, only of a few of these now. Of 
Lilacs Wilson fourd eleven species in 
China. Nearly all of these were discovered 
by him and most of them are now growing 
in the Arboretum where three species have 
been sufficiently tested to show that they 
will be hardy here. These are Syringa 
jnnatifolia, S. Komarowii and S. Wilson. 
The flowers and flower-clusters of the first 
are small and not conspicuous, but the 
deeply divided leaves are unusual among 
lilacs and form the chief interest in this 
plant. The others are large shrubs related 
to 8. Villeosa with handsome foliage and 
flowers. More interesting, although not 
yet fully tested for hardiness, are S. reflexa, 
with long pendulous flower-clusters, thus 
difering from all the other known lilacs, 
and. 8. Sargentiana with long acuminate 
leaves and shorter nodding, not pendulous, 
flower-clusters. 

The genus Cotoneaster, which is valued 
chiefly for its black or red, often long- 
persistent fruits, has been poorly repre- 
sented in our gardens as few of the spe- 
cies previously known have proved hardy 
here. Wilson, however, found an wunex- 
pectedly large number of new species of 
Cotoneaster in western China and at least 
a dozen of these have passed through the 
winter without injury and promise to be- 
come valuable garden plants here. Among 
these may be mentioned C. Dielsiana, with 
weeping whip-like branches and small red 
fruits persistent late into the winter; C. 
divaricata, with dark red fruits; C. foveo- 
lata, with large leaves which turn in the 
autumn to brilliant shades of orange and 
crimson and black fruit; C. moupinensis, 
also with black fruit, a plant remarkable 
in the brilliant colors the leaves assume 
here in the autumn, and C. hupehensis, a 
strong-growing species with graceful spread- 
ing branches, ornamental white flowers and 
crimson globose fruit. 

Among the new Spiraeas introduced by 
Wilson are three species which are now 
known to be perfectly hardy and to be 
among the most ornamental of all the nu- 
merous species and hybrids of this genus. 
These are S. Henryi, S. Wilsonii, and S. 
Veitchii 

The Chinese Witch Hazel, Hamamelis 
mollis, a common shrub of the central 
provinces, has now lived unhurt in the 
Arboretum for two years. It is one of the 
late winter or early spring-fiowering species 
and its flowers are said to be more beauti- 
ful than those of the other Witch Hazels. 
Several of the Chinese Hydrangeas are un- 
injured by the winter. Among these may 
be mentioned H. xanthoneura and its sev- 
eral varieties, all handsome shrubs with 
large corymbs of flowers. In Exochorda 
Giraldii New England gardens have a new 
and perfectly hardy plant of first-rate im- 
portance. It grows to a height of twelve 
feet or more and produces larger and 
handsomer flowers than the well-known 
Pearl Bush of gardens, Exochorda grandi- 
ora. 

Of the beautiful genus Abelia we have 
before been able to cultivate only the 
hybrid A. grandiflora, so it is particularly 
gratifying that the large-flowered, strong- 
stowing A. Engleriana proves to be hardy 
here. It is of interest, too, that the new 
Monotypic genus Kolkwitzia flourishes here. 
It is a shrub from four to six feet high 
with large terminal panicles of flowers fol- 
ey by crimson hairy fruits, and is re- 
_ to Abelia and Lonicera. Ancther 
N utiful plant of this family, Dipelta flori- 
ag of a genus new to cultivation, with 
rge and showy Wiegelia-like flowers, can

also be numbered among the hardy Chinese 
plants. 

Of Wilson’s numerous Honeysuckles 
which are flourishing in the Arboretum we 
can only mention now Lonicera prostrata, 
which promises to be a useful plant for 
covering rocky slopes and banks. It is 
very hardy and free-growing, with pros- 
trate stems, small oval bluish-green leaves, 
small white flowers turning yellow when 
fading, and orange-red fruits; L. Henryi, a 
vigorous climbing plant which has _ pre- 
served its large dark green leaves through 
the winter, and L. tragophylla, which in 
habit and general appearance resembles the 
Woodbine of Europe, although the flowers 
are golden yellow. An important addition 
to very early-flowering shrubs is Corylopsis 
Veitchiana, with short pendulous racemes 
of primrose-yellow fragrant flowers pro- 
duced before the leaves unfold. A major- 
ity of the large collection of Chinese Bram- 
bles are uninjured, especially those showy 
species with nearly white stems, like Ru- 
bus lasiostylus and R. coreanus 

Of the Grape Family at least six new 
species have come through the winter 
without injury. Of these perhaps the most 
interesting is Ampelopsis megalophylla 
with canes from twenty to thirty feet long 
and large divided leaves often more than 
three feet in diameter. The Barbérries 
have probably suffered more from the win- 
ter than any of the other deciduous-leaved 
shrubs planted in exposed situations, but 
many species and varieties of roses, Deut- 
zia, Philadelphus, Viburnum and _ Ligus- 
trum, are in excellent condition and prom- 
ise to make important additions to these 
groups in northern gardens.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Isaac Gans has been made chairman

Fears are entertained for lilacs now 
almost in blossom. 
The market. just now 
is in the throes of a 
reaction and trade is 
very quiet, but still there is a sale 
for the goods if prices can be got 
down low enough. There is a decided 
drop in the prices of carnations. They 
are very plentiful—the newer and 
scarcer varieties only fetching top 
prices. Plenty of stocks in evidence 
and sweet peas improve in quality, 
but whites of the latter are very 
scarce. Lilac is a glut on the market. 
Roses are nearly as plentiful and 
they continue to be of A No. 1 qual- 
ity. There is a large supply of lily 
of the valley and small gladioli. 
The inevitable 
PHILADELPHIA happened again! 
Everybody came 
in looking for white carnations. Where 
usually a customer would want 100- 
this time it was 1000 or 10,000! No 
such proposition could be met—of 
course. Yes, there was salting—but 
what good did that do? Quantity 
without quality will not fill the bill. 
From first to last everybody was 
peeved, one way or another. There 
may have been a few extra dollars 
realized on this one item, white car- 
nations, but what is that to the demor-

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gitention, 4 of the ‘whale ecket—ond: a 
whole lot of bad feeling on all sides 
in addition? To make matters worse, 
the muggy weather caused even per- 
fectly fresh carnations to become poor 
keepers. All of this tends to give the 
general public a bad impression of the 
flower trade. All kinds of roses were 
plentiful and good. Prices were not 
quite as firm on many lines conse- 
quent on the mothers’ day hoorah. 
White roses were in fairly good de- 
mand at the end of the week. Orchids 
in fair supply with demand sluggish. 
Gardenias sold fairly well at about 
quoted rates. Daffodils are over. Some 
outdoor tulips still arriving. The baby : 
gladioli are now in evidence; such 
lovely varieties as Bride, Blushing 
Bride and Peach Blossom making con- 
spicuous bright spots in the market. 
Sweet peas are still suffering from the 
dull moist weather.
